MILL known as The 

Great Western domin- 
ated the scenery for miles in 
all directions from its location 
on Pine Neck, Southold, for 
thirty odd years prior to the 
early summer of 1870 when it 
was destroyed by fire. 

It had been originally erec- 
ted at Brooklyn Heights; was 
relocated at Jersey City and 
transported in sections 
through Lorg Island Sound to 
Southold Harbor. Its mill 
stones were originally brought 
from England to Brooklyn. 

Its site at Southold “over 
against the house of Peter 
Dickerson” was designated by 
the town fathers April 3, 1679 
with permission to Joshua 
Horton, Abraham Corey and 
David Terry to erect a mill. 

The Great Western was 
moved from Brooklyn to old 
Jersey City shortly after the 
second war with England by 
Isaac Edge who had settled 
there in 1806 when Paulus 
Hook had but three houses 
and not a dozen inhabitants. 

Edge had secured a block of 
New Jersey land about 100 
feet northwest of what be- 
came the corner of Montsom- 
erv and Green Streets. There 
in 1815 he erected the mill for 
the service of rearby farmers. 
He built a road from the mill 
to the shore, a sea wall on the 
side runnin to where later 
stood the Commercial Build- 
ing. He also built a wharf east 
of the mill for the convenience 
of those who bronsht their 
grain by water from other 
points. His mill heeame the 
nioneer of the manufacturine 
industrv of the vicinity and 
attained the highest repnuta- 
tion for the superior quality 
of the flour and meal which 
it produced. 

On Sept. 3, 1821 the canvas 
fans on the wines of the mill 
were destroyed by a severe 
vale which also partially 
wrecked the wharf. Edge re- 
placed the canvas with iron 
and rebuilt the wharf. In 
1838 the New Jersey Railroad 


Dr. Glarence Ashton Wood 


and Transportation Company 
acquired the mill property for 


terminal purposes which 
brought about the mill’s 
removal. 


Hampton Young, Ira Cor- 
win, George W. Phillips and 
Giles Wellsof Southold bought 
the mill and had it removed 
in 1839 to Eastern Long 
Island on two packet sail- 
boats. Young held one-half 
share in the enterprise, Cor- 
win one-quarter and Phillips 
and Wells one-eighth each. 
The purchase price was 
$2,000. 

The mill was taken down in 
sections, the top in four parts. 
One of the boats was The 
Champion of which William 
Appleby was captain. At 
Southold Harbor the large 
pieces were thrown over- 
board and towed _ ashore. 
Some parts were brought up 
Jockey Creek but most were 
carted up the Pine Neck Road. 

The mill was set up on Phil- 
lips’ lot a short distance east 
of Mill Hill where stood the 
Red Mill which was removed 
to Shelter Island the next 


year. The Great Western was 
at once the lion of the place 
inasmuch as the sails were 
made of iron. They were 
reefed and always kept in the 
wind by means of fans. An- 
other feature was a machine 
for hoisting the grain and 
returning the flour. 


Charles H. Payne, recently 
retired from a seafaring life, 
with the assistance of his 
father Phineas Payne, masons 
who had _ built Southold’s 
Brick School House back in 
1794-5, laid a one-story brick 
foundation for the mill which 
had eight sides and stood five 
stories above the foundation. 
There was a wide door on the 
southeasterly side, a narrow 
door on the opposite side and 
several small windows. The 
capstones of the doors were 
very heavy. One capstone had 
fallen into the water at the 
Harbor when being unloaded 
and much time was lost in re- 
covering it. The mill was set 
up with a surrounding bal- 
cony for the handling of the 
sails whose arms were 76 
feet from point to point. 


At one time while the 
machinery for turning the 
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Another Mill of the Past. Northport Gristmill, from Scribner's, 1880's. 
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dome was disconnected for 
repairs, a strong wind came 
up and whirled the arms until 
one of them broke and the 
iron sails were badly dam- 
aged. Thereafter canvas sails 
were again used. 

The mill was run for many 
vears by Young, later by Phil- 
lips, and was eventually sold 
by Young to Frederick K. 
Terry. At one time brothers 
Albert and Henry Smith 
owned it as did others, the 
last owner being Rene Ville- 
feu. 

In 1846 a building was at- 
tached to the north side of the 
mill and a steam engine in- 
stalled: by William Snediker 
of Hempstead. The engine, 
however, was soon abandoned 
as it was said to have con- 
sumed all the toll collected by 
the miller. 

In the fall of 1848 the 
building that housed the en- 
gine was bought by a group 
of local Presbyterians includ- 
ing Hampton Young, Dr. 
Frank Tuthill and Deacon 
Moses C. Cleveland. They had 
it removed to the land of 
Deacon Cleveland near the 
corner of Main Street and 
what is now Oak Lawn Av- 
enue. The following year the 
building was bought by the 
Old First Church and fitted 
as a prayer room and lecture 
hall. In it several select 
schools were conducted at dif- 
ferent times. In it also David 
Philander Horton taught his 
first singing classes. 

Between one and two o’clock 
on Saturday morning, June 
25, 1870, the Great Western 
was discovered to be on fire 
and was soon completely des- 
troyed. The loss, including 
$230 worth of grain, was esti- 
mated at $5,000, with insur- 
ance of $1,200 held by the 
Suffolk County Mutual Fire 
Insurance Compary. The fire 
was supposed to have origin- 
ated from friction of the 
machinery, which had hap- 
pened once before. 

The year after the destruc- 
tion of the mill its former 
engine house, later a Presby- 
terian prayer house, was sold

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“Voung “om,” “Another “Blacksnake 


O NE of the signs on Jones 

Beach State Park reads: 
‘‘No dogs allowed on the 
beach at any time.” What 
about snakes! 

Two men, interested in an 
article appearing in this mag- 
azine a few years ago — Tom, 
the Blacksnake — let loose a 
new blacksnake on Jones 
Beach. For the sake of con- 
founding the records let’s call 
the two men the Buyer and 
the Ex-florist for, after all, 
ore is a linen buyer in a large 
city department store and the 
other is a former florist. 

The two men had known 
Tom, the blacksnake, in fact 
they had been real friendly 
with him and watched for him 
the second summer. Old Tom 
did not show un that second 
summer, he had either gone 
back to the mainland or had 
not survived the winter on the 
beach. 

One day last spring (1954) 
the Buyer had sugeested to 
the Ex-florist that they get a 
rew blacksnake and drop it on 
the beach where Old Tom had 
lived before. He wanted to see 
if a second one could make a 
better job of living through a 
beach winter. 

To actually find and cap- 
ture a blacksnake was beyond 
the experience of either man 
but within the imaginations 
of both. They thought about 
where to look for a blacksnake 
on Long Island since the 
Island’s change into a far- 
flung suburb. The Fx-florist 
remembered blackberryine 
years ago on the neck of land 
south of Massapequa recently 
made famous, historically, by 
the discovery of earthworks 
suggestive of an Indian de- 
fense post — Fort Neck. In 
blackberrying days it was not 
unusual to come upon black- 
snakes stretched out on the 
bushes basking in the sun. So 
one Saturday early last sum- 
mer the Buyer and the Ex- 
florist made their way onto 
the neck.

In other days the berries 
had been reached by boat and 
now to find the neck by car 
espe- 
cially since the area has been 
extensively developed. The 
two men parked their car be- 
yond the southern end of a 
new street and proceeded on 
foot. Accepting the fact that 
no poisonous snakes exist on 
Long Island, the two went 
barehanded. They carried a 
potato bag, a short length of 
wire, and a good sharp pocket 
knife — just in case. 

They walked along an old 
wagonroad, the two ruts al- 
most hidden beneath over- 
hanging grass and small vines. 
It was hot. They watched 
the bushes on either side of 
the lane for anything resemb- 
ling a snake spreading out in 
the sun. ° 

Suddenly in the rut ahead 
of the Ex-florist a wriggling 
blacksnake appeared. He 
darted into the grass between 
the ruts and immerged in 
front of the Buyer. The 
Buyer pounced or fell on him 


— fell is the better word as 
it describes the action fitt- 
ingiy. There was a skirmish 
and the Buyer came up on his 
knees holding the snake in 
both hands. 

The Ex-florist fumbled 
readying the potato sack — 
no side seemed to be the open 
end. The snake slipped out of 
the Buyer’s left hand but the 
right held tight directly in 
back of the head. About three 
feet of loose blacksnake 
dangled, twisted and slapped. 
It touched the Buyer’s right 
arm, caught and immediately 
curled around. A blacksnake 
has no power of constriction 
but it is terribly uncomfort- 
able squirming intimately 
around an arm. 

The Ex-florist finally ar- 
ranged the sack and held it 
wide open for the Buyer to 
drop the snake in, but the 
snake would not come loose 
and the two men had only one 
free hand between them. I can 
imagine how vividly blue the 
air became with highly ornate 
and singularly embellished 
language as things went 
wrong with those two fellows! 
At length, somehow, the 
snake was gotten off the arm 
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and into the bag and the piece 
of wire tightly secured around 
the closely compressed top. 


The two sat down, partially 
exhausted, and lit cigarettes. 
They were a sad looking pair 
— dusty, sweaty and dirty. 
They inspected themselves 
and each other for bites but 
could find none. The snake 
moved nervously in the sack 
seeking a way of escape. 

Back at the car the men 
carefully checked the bag for 
holes big enough to let the 
snake out because an accident 
micht easily happen with a 
snake running wild in a mov- 
ing car. They tightened the 
wire binding the open end to 
be sure the snake could not 
squeeze out through there. 

Nothing happened in the 
ear and the toll collector on 
the Wantagh Parkway did not 
think strangely of an oddly 
rippling potato sack on the 
back seat. 


The car stopped along the 
Ocean Parkway east of the 
Tower and the Buyer took the 
bag out and over across to the 
dunes. The Ex-florist parked 
the car in an ocean overlook 
and hiked along the beach to 
join the Buyer. 

They carried the bag into 
that area of beach where the 
other blacksnake had lived a 
few summers before. The 
first one had grown very well 
in that locality, had even 
found a rock-pile to help him 
shed his skins. The two men 
hoped the new snake could 
make out as well. 

They put the sack on the 
sand and removed the wire 
from the open end. Shortly 
the blacksnake raised his 
head from the sack. Every- 
thing must have looked okay 
for he_ slithered out and 
slipped into the beach grass. 
He was very small and slim in 
comparison to the first Tom, 
and the name Young Tom 
seemed perfectly natural and 
normal. 


A few friends of Old Tom 
were let in on the secret. We 
watched the rock pile regu- 
larly and in a few weeks were 
not surprised to find a beau- 
tiful cast-off skin. We could 
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not locate Young Tom in the 
area where he had_ been 
dropped. Then one day and 
purely by accident we came 
upon him sunning himself on 
a huge log about one-third of 
a mile from where he had 
slipped out of the sack. 

I saw Young Tom for only 
a moment. He quickly glided 
off the log into the grass and 
was gone. Old Tom had not 
been so scary; he would have 
made a more !eisure’y exit and 
sort of hung around to crawl 
upon his log again as soon as 
we were gone. 

Young Tom kept we'l out of 
sight all summer. We came 
upon him exposed to view very 
seldom and did not find an- 
other skin. Old Tom, when 
hungry, had feeding stations 
which he visited in almost a 
scheduled order. We learned 
that when he had left one 
position he would likely turn 
up at the next station in due 
time. We could watch his 
progress through the beach 
grass from one station to 
another. Young Tom proved 
entirely unpredictable. We 
found no tracks of his in 
either wet or dry sand. He 
seemed to travel through 
beach grass without touching 
it. He is much younger than 
Old Tom and very much 
lighter weight. Old Tom was 
a big snake. 

Young Tom must have 
found all he needed to eat 
within a small area of beach 
for whenever we saw him he 
was within a couple of hun- 
dred feet of the log on which 
he first appeared sunning 
himself. This part of the 
beach is a bit marshy—some- 
thing like the low land in 
south Massapequa where 
Young Tom came from. I 
have seen many frogs in this 
section of beach but do not 
know that they are the kind 
appearing on a snake’s menu. 

The interesting question to 
us in the know concerning 
Young Tom is — can he live 
through the winter on Jones 
Beach? I think he stands a 
much better chance than Old 
Tom. Young Tom is much

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When “Bryant Lived at ‘Roslyn. 


AUTHOUGH the years have 
exacted their toll, the 
village of Roslyn, at the head 
of Hempstead Harbor, has 
suffered less change than 
many of its neighboring com- 
munities on the north shore 
of Long Island. Today the vis- 
itor may still discover many 
picturesque scenes and quaint, 
historic sites among its 
wooded hills and valleys. 

It takes little imagination 
to understand why the im- 
mortal poet, William Cullen 
Bryant, a native of Cum- 
mington, Massachusetts, 
where he was born on Novem- 
ber 3, 1794, chose this village 
for his weekend and summer 
retreat in 1843 and shortly 
afterward decided upon it as 
his country home. 


Although the railroad had 
not then been extended to that 
part of the island, there was 
steamboat service to New 
York and that, no doubt, was 
an important factor in his de- 
cision to live there. Also it is 
certain that he must have 
been favorably attracted by 
the natural beauty of the 
location as a place where he 
might live close to nature and 
observe her changing moods. 


The Bryant homestead, 
called “Cedarmere’’, may be 
seen today on the west side of 
Bryant Avenue, near the 
head of Hempstead Harbor. 
The original house is said to 
have been built by Richard 
Kirk, in 1787. Like many old 
houses, it has undergone 
numerous renovations 
through the years. The por- 
tico, with its massive square 
columns, was added hy a later 
owner, Mr. Joseph W. Moul- 
ton, and Mr. Bryant added a 
third story after he purchased 
it. This part of the house was 
destroyed by fire in 1902 and 
when it was restored an outer 
doorway was built beneath 
the portico and an additional 
wing was added on the ground 
floor for a living room. 


Although Mr. Bryant had

a residence at New York and 
a place at Cummington, Mas- 
sachusetts, where he spent 
some of his time, it was at 
“Cedarmere” that he lived 
during much of the time from 
1845 until his death, in 1878, 
and it was there that he com- 
posed many of his later 
poems. 

The so-called “Roslyn Edi- 
tion” of his poetry, published 
in 1903, contains chronologies 
of his life and poems, by 
Henry C. Sturges, in which it 
is indicated that more than 
forty of his verses, written 
between 1845 and 1876, were 
composed at Roslyn. The 
content of many of these 
reveals the poet’s great love 
of nature and upon reading 
them it is very evident that 
the quiet atmosphere of the 
location in which he lived 
must have inspired him dur- 
ing those years. 

Many of his contemporaries 
were men who felt the mean- 
ing of nature in the innermost 


depths of their being and pos- 
sessed the unique ability of 
expressing their feelings in 
prose, poetry or on canvas. 
On Long Island there were 
the talented Mount brothers, 
whose paintings have cap- 
tured the spirit of rural Long 
Island in the early and mid- 
ninteenth century, and Walt 
Whitman, whose “Leaves Of 
Grass” contains many out- 
standing and highly original 
verses inspired by the island 
of his birth. To these we 
might add a number of others, 
including Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son and Henry D. Thoreau, 
both from Concord, in Bry- 
ant’s native New England. 

No one who has enjoyed 
William Cullen Bryant’s 
poetry can fail to detect that 
much of its charm lies in the 
realization that every word 
and phrase comes straight 
from the heart and flows as 
naturally as a mountain brook 
issuing directly from the 
bosom of Mother Nature. 

Mr. Bryant felt that he

After the Tweed Rind exposures 
in New York City, William F. 
Havemeyer was for the third time 
elected Mayor, taking office 1873. 
Elected on a reform ticket, he ap- 
pointed Oliver Charlick and one 
Gardner as police commissioners. 
For removing a Tammany election 
inspector named John Charles 
Sheenan, they were charged with 
a misdemeanor. Their trial, a Tam- 
many device to discredit Have- 
meyer’s administration, resulted in 
their conviction and fining of $250 
each. 

Mayor Havemeyer was himself 
sued for libel by Tammany Boss 
“Honest” John Kelly for calling 
Kelly corrupt. On the day set for 
the trial, however, the Mayor, then 
nearly 80, dropped dead in his of- 
fice and thus went before a higher 
court. I wish I had known of Char- 
lick’s having been police commis- 
sioner when I told about his presi- 
dency of the LIRR in the January 
1954 Forum for it seems to have 
been one public service that did 


him credit.

CCORDING to volume 14 
of Documents relating 
to the Colonial History of 
New York, pp. 610-611, Gov- 
ernor Lovelace wrote on 
November 19, 1668 to the 
Reverend Thomas James at 
East Hampton. “I very much 
approve of your composure 
of a catechism. . . . That 
which I shall desire from you 
at present is the Catechism 
with some few select chapters 
and laudatory psalms fairly 
transcribed in the Indian 
language which I will send 
over to England and have 
quantities of them printed, 
and if you think it necessary 
I conceive a small book such 
as shall only serve to the 
instructing ye Indians to read 
may likewise be compiled and 
sent with them.” 


Unless someone has one of 
those books hidden away, per- 
haps unnoticed among other 
family heirlooms, these works 
probably have perished. Some 
authorities believe that Mr. 
James’ Montauk catechism 
was never printed; at any 
rate, no copy has ever come to 
light and no mention of this 
work, other than in the Love- 
lace letter, has been discov- 
ered in these researches. 


The Reverend Thomas 
James was minister at East 
Hampton from about 1650 
until his death in 1696. His 
correspondence with Gover- 
nor Lovelace is not the first 
trace we have found of his 
interest in Indian language 
and missions. In 1660 he noti- 
fied the Commissioners of the 
United Colonies at their meet- 
ing in New Haven, Ct. that 
he was willing to undertake 
the instruction of Long Island 
Indians “in the knowledge of 
the true God”. The Commis- 
sioners responded by voting 
him ten pounds sterling “to- 
wards the hiring of an inter- 
preter, and other charges”. 


It is possible that Mr. 
James’ Montauk converts re-

ceived some of the benefits 
that this money afforded. 
From 1662 to 1664 inclusive, 
Mr. James received annually 
twenty pounds sterling from 
the Commissioners “for in- 
structing the Indians on Long 
Island’. 

The search for Mr. James’ 
catechism, although to this 
date fruitless, has uncovered 
several references to Indian 
catechisms compiled by the 
Reverend Abraham Pierson, 
one of the early ministers at 
Southampton. Abraham Pier- 
son, born about 1608 probably 
in Yorkshire, England, grad- 
uated in 1632 from Trinity 
College, Cambridge, England. 
He was ordained and preached 
for a while in Newark, Not- 


tinghamshire. In 1639 or 1640 
he came to Boston and in 1640 
moved to Southampton where 
he remained for several years 
before locating at Branford, 
Ct. 


For a considerable time, 
therefore, he lived very near 
the Shinnecock Indians; it is 
probable that his first effort 
at translation was for these 
allies of the Montauks. The 
earliest notice of his Indian 
language compilations, how- 
ever, did not appear in the 
Commissioners’ records until 
1654 when (in connection 
with Eliot’s missions) they 
wrote to the Corporation in 
London that “one Catechism 
is already printed and Mr. 
Pierson is preparing another 
to suit those southwest parts 
where the language differs 
from theirs who live in Mas- 
sachusetts.” 


In 1657 the Commissioners 
wrote the Corporation “We 


have also improved (Mr. 
Thomas Stanton’s) skill in 
helping Mr. Pierson. . . . in 


translating a catechism .. . 
for other Indians. spiritual

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The Ghost Ship of Peconic 


Out of the mist of antiquity, 

tradition and legend there has 
emerged a story of ghosts and a 
ghost ship of the South Race, a 
ghost story, the ghost ship and 
its entire crew and the rock that 
lies well offshore and to the west- 
ward of the southerly point of 
Robbins Island. Fishermen of Pe- 
conic Bay will recognize the lo- 
cality and rock. The rock is as 
large as a small house and is 
awash at low tide. Its location is 
now marked by an appropriate 
buoy. 
I first heard this story from 
the lips of an old and grizzled 
seafarer when I was a very small 
boy. Even then it was a legend 
with little proof and of the stuff 
of which legends are made. He 
said that many years ago, some- 
time around 1830, freightage of 
produce, lumber and coal was a 
major industry throughout Pe- 
conic Bay and eastern Long 
Island. 

His story goes that one stormy 
night in early March, a schooner 
was. sighted laying a course 
through the South Race between 
Robbins Island and the mainland 
and beating through a_ heavy 
northwest wind toward upper 
Peconic Bay. She was observed 
under shortened sail in the vicin- 
ity of the rock mentioned and sud- 
denly disappeared. 

He said that if you were in that 
vicinity a night in early March and 
on the anniversary of the wreck, 
you could see a vessel under sail 
making through the South Race 
and suddenly disappear in the 
vicinity of the old rock. 

I heard this story from the old 
seafarer and from two or three 
other persons who had spent their 
lives on the water. There is no 
verification of this legend and no 
direct evidence of its truth except 
that if you are ever bottom fish- 
ing at this rock, you will very 
often find your hook tangled and 
caught in what must be pieces of 
water-logged wood and wreckage.

Riverhead’s “Hud” Griffing

Altho a man of 
great humor, when thus engaged 
he was strictly busines and kept an 
eagle eye on every departing 
guest to see that nobody got past 
him without paying, even though 
they sometimes came in crowds, 
all anxious to get to the Fair 
grounds. 

Hud Griffing was a man both of 
keen humor and mighty independ- 
ence. The story is told of a visiting 
jurist of distinction who put up 
at the hotel overnight before pre- 
siding at court the next day. In 
the morning before entering the 
dining room, the jurist complained 
that Hud’s windmill had kept him 
awake much of the night by its 
groaning and squeaking at every 
puff ef wind. 

Hud’s rejoinder, however, was 
simply: “Well, if you can’t stand it 
you better find other quarters”. 
And be it said to the jurist’s credit 
that he smilingly told the incident 
in court as a good example of east 
end frankness.

When the bank moved to a 
new building in 1892, the 
Society acquired its former 
building which the bank had 
occupied since 1883. Prior to 
that time, the 20 x 30-foot 
one-story brick building, 
erected in 1846 at the north- 
west corner of Main street 
and Griffing avenue, had been 
the office of the County Clerk. 
- In 1930 the Society, led bv 
President Barnes, built its 
present building on land don- 
ated by the Griffing family. 

On October 20, 1951, during 
the administration of Presi- 
dent Hallock, were dedicated 
the two large wings, con- 
structed with funds provided 
for that purpose by bequests 
of Colonel and Mrs. Barnes. 

The two oldest towns in 
Suffolk County, Southold and 
Southampton, were erected in 
1640, making them the earli- 
est chartered towns in the 
State of New York. 

The County of Suffolk was 
erected as one of New York’s 
twelve original counties in 
1683. 


The village of Riverhead 
was designated as the County 
Seat in 1727 in which year the 
first county courthouse was 
erected there. The town of 
Riverhead was created by 
State legislation in 1792. 

Suffolk County’s ten towns 
were founded in the following 
order: Southold 1640, South-

shorter and thinner than Old 
Tom and can find shelter from 
the cold in considerably smal- 
ler and tighter places than 
Old Tom. Then, too, there 
have been three heavy storms 
since Old Tom and each storm 
has altered the dune area of 
the beach. In Young Tom’s 
locality wide expanses and 
extensive piles of old drift- 
wood have been buried under 
sand. There are tunnels and 
entrances into these accumu- 
lations. I expect it would be 
possible to find places in these 
buried heaps where the temp- 
erature would not fall below 
36° all winter long. That 
temperature is the limit below 
which snakes seldom survive. 

I have an idea Young Tom 
knows all about those under- 
ground shelters. I imagine he 
does a great deal of mouse 
hunting down there. Surely 
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he must have found the bot- 
tom-most log where he can 
hide away for a long, long 
snooze. 

If a storm should bring the 
ocean into the dunes this win- 
ter, I wonder what flooded 
quarters would do to a snake, 
for the water sometimes 
stands between the dunes for 
weeks. Perhaps that is the 
great danger to Young Tom. 
Barring floods, I look forward 
to finding Young Tom sunn- 
ing himself on his log some 
bright day next May.

good... .”. (Thomas Stanton 
was at Southampton in 1667, 
and again in 1671, acting as 
Indian interpreter; he may 
have gone over to Long Island 
some years earlier, but if so, 
we have found no record of 
such a mission.) 

The catechism mentioned 
in 1657 never reached Eng- 
land. Put aboard a_ vessel 
which was lost with all hands, 
it had to be replaced. “We 
fear it has miscarried, being 
sent as we understand in Mr. 
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Garrett’s ship, which is still 
missing . . therefore we 
entreat you to send it (a dup- 
licate) by the first opportun- 
ity”. Such a duplicate was 
sent, and the Commissioners 
in September 1660 approved 
a bill for its printing. 

Pierson’s book was appar- 
ently printed in 1659, al- 
though it bears the date 1658. 
Its title is “Some helps for the 
Indians, Showing them how 
to improve their natural rea- 
son, To know the True God, 
and the True Christian Reli- 
gion. . . . Undertaken at the 
Motion, and Published by the 
Order of the Commissioners 
of the United Colonies, bv 
Abraham Pierson. Examined 
and approved by Thomas 
Stanton, Interpreter General 
to the United Colonies for the 
Indian Language,” etc. 

The dialect used by Pier- 
son, as approved by Stanton 
and others, was not a Long 
Island dialect. It was not 
Pequot or Mohegan Eastern 
Connecticut dialects used by 
the youthful Samson Occom; 
it was not Narragansett. The 
language of Pierson’s cate- 
chism is Quiripi. an Algon- 
kian tongue used hy Indians 
who lived around New Haven, 
and westward. 


Perhaps this explains why 
the Reverend James Fitch, 
senior, of Norwich, Ct., wrote 
of Mr. Pierson’s labor in 
1674: “Concerning the Tndians 
in this colony and at Long 
Island, I cannot understand 
that they have any inclina- 
tion to-learn the knowledge of 
God; ... at present thev will 
not yield to any settled hear- 
ing or attendance upon the 
ministry of the word”’. 


So in the absence of suit- 
able materials in the dialects 
used by the Indians of eastern 
Long Island, the _ relivious 
education of Montauks, Shin- 
necocks and _ Poosepatucks 
laneuished until the arrival 
of the famous Mohegan mis- 
sionarv, Samson Occom, in 
1749. How Occom married the 
Montauk Mary Fow'er and 
remained on Long Island for 
many fruitful years has al- 
ready been related in these 
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columns; but still no evidence

Roslyn, May 15, 1868 
Dear Sir:— 

I am sensible of the compli- 
ment implied, in asking me to 
contribute something in a 
literary way — verse, I pre- 
sume — to the approaching 
celebration of the two hun- 
dredth anniversary of the set- 
tlement of Glen Cove. 

Your charming neighbor- 
hood is well worthy of such a 
commemoration. When the 
first white man planted him- 
self there, he could not have 
dreamed to what a vast num- 
ber of his fellow-men he was 
opening a most beautiful and 
welcome retreat from the 
tumult, the dust, and the 
summer heats of a_ great 
town, now the third in rank 
of a civilized world. The occa- 
sion is worthy of a readier pen 
than mize. Inasmuch as I am 
likely to produce only bad 
verses for particular occasions 
like this, I must be excused 
from complying with your 
request. If I can make it con- 
venient I shall be most happy 
to be present at your festival.

This letter was. written 
about ten years before the 
poet’s death, on June 12, 
1878. 

In his “Specimen Days”, 
Walt Whitman tells of attend- 
ing Bryant’s funeral, which 
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was held at All Soul’s Church, 
in New York, on June four- 
teenth, and recounts how, 
some thirty years earlier, he 
had enjoyed walks with the 
great poet in Brooklyn. 

Mr. Bryant was laid to rest 
on a hilltop at Roslyn, only 
about a mile from his beloved 
‘“‘Cedarmere”, and thus was 
fulfi‘led a wish expressed in 
one of his verses of former 
years, called “June’’. 


I gazed unon the glorious sky, 
And the green mountains 
round, 
And thought that when I came to 
lie 
At rest within the ground, 
’Twere pleasant that in flowery 
June, 
When brooks send up a joyous 
tune, 
And vroves a cheerful sound, 
The sexton’s hand, my grave 
to make, 
The rich green mountain turf to 
break.

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Long Island and one of the last 
in the State of New York. 


By virtue of a court order no 
toll was collected after August 12, 
1905, because of the condition of 
the roadbed. For years the resi- 
dents of the vicinity had tried in 
vain to have the turnpike made 
into a public highway. 

Highway Commissioners C. P. 
Rogers. Frank Phillips and Sher- 
wood Hallock, backed by several 
wealthy summer residents of 
Southampton, finally appeared at 
the Riverhead Court House. Rep- 
resented by Attorney Henry M. 
Chatfield, they made application 
to Countv Judge Walter H. Jaycox 
for the closing of the road. 

George Kiernan, pleading his 
own case, asked time to place the 
road in good condition. His plea 
was, however, denied and no toll 
was thereafter collected. The toll 
hose continued to be occupied for 
a little more than four years as a 
dwelling after tolls were discon- 
tinued, by Daniel McMullin and 
wife until he died Sept. 17, 1908. 
Mrs. George C. Rogers and Mrs. 
Belle Woodruff were their daugh- 
ters. 

On Nov. 11. 1909 the toll house 
caught fire from burning grass 
and was destroyed. 

Here is the schedule of toll that 
was required in the horse and 
buggy period: 

Wagon or cart drawn by two 
horses, mules or oxen 8 cents. 
Additional horse, mule or ox 2 
cts. Wagon or cart drawn by one 
horse or mule 4 cts. Coach, 
coaches, barouche, phaeton or 
other four wheeled pleasure car- 
riage drawn by two horses 16 
cts. Every additional horse 3 cts. 

Stage, wagon or coach for the 
transportation of passengers, 
drawn by two horses 12% cts. 
Every additional horse 3 cts. Every 
chair or other two-wheeled plea- 
sure carriage drawn by one horse 
6 cts. Every additional horse 3 
cts. 

Every horse and rider 3 cts. 
Every horse led or drove without 
being attached to a carriage 1 ct. 
Every sled or sleigh drawn by one 
horse, mule or ox 4 cts. Every 
additional horse, mule or ox 2 cts. 

Every score of cattle or mules 
10 cts. Every score of hogs or 
sheep 4 cts. And in the same pro- 
portion for a greater or less num- 
ber of cattle, mules, hogs or sheep.
